As  every  head  here  exhibited,  is  intended  to  convey 
fome  moral,  the  moral  of  this  is,  that  it  is  a  reproach 
to  our  undemanding  to  fuffer  flattery.  Yet  lo  pleafi* 
5ng  is  her  incenfe  to  fome  people,  that  they  con¬ 
tinue  to  accept  it,  tho’  they  defpife  the  hand  that  of- 

feis  it  \  not  confldering  that  the  receiver  is  as  bad  the 
Thief.  ' 


This  head  was  the  caufe  of  the  firft  duel  that  ever 
was  fought.  It  belonged  to  a  itatue,  which  was  placed 
on  a  pyramid  in  the  middle  of  an  highway  where 
<four  roads  met.  Two  knight  errants,  the  one  from 
the  north,  the  other  from  the  fouth,  arrived  at  the 
pyramid  at  the  fame  inftant.  The  knighc  who  faw 
but  the  white  fide,  cried  out  it  was  a  fhame  to  tru(V 
ja  filver  head  on  the  highway-fide.— A  filver  head  ! 
—replied  the  other,  who  faw  but  the  black  profile, 
why  it  is  a  black  one  !  T  lat  contradidtion  produced 
fatal  demonftration.  Their  fwords  flew  our,  and  they* 
cut  and  mangled  each  other  in  an  unmerciful  man- 
;ner,  till  fainting  with  the  lofs  of  blood,  they  both  fell 
,cown  on  the  oppofite  fide  t,  when  looking  up  they 
;beheld  their  miftake.  A  venerable  hermit  bound  up 
ivtheir  wounds,  replaced  them  on  horfeback,.  and  dif- 
miifled  them  with  this  piece  of  friendly  advice.  That 
"henceforward  they  fhould  not  engage  in  any  dii- 
jputes,  nor  take  part  in  any  quarrels,  till  they  had 
jprcvtoufly  exairh.r\cd™to£  flies  of  the  queflw;.-^

[ producing  a  droll  head.] — This  belonged  formerly 
to  the  ttatue  of  Honesty,  and  feems  to  want  a  face, 
whilft  Flattery  pofTelTes  two.  She  had  often  been 
maimed  before,  by  the  many  rubs  fbe  had  met  with 
in  the  world,  but  always  preferved  fome  appearance. 
Until  one  day  her  ttatue  was  carried  through  'Change- 
alley,  when  the  bulls  and  bears  fell  upon  it,  and 
lwore  Honejly  Ihoutd  never  fhew  her  face  amongft 
them  again* — This  verified  Mother  Shiptons  pro¬ 
phecy,  that  honefty  fhould  one  day  or  other  be  put 
out  of  countenance. — The  head  is  a  little  out  of 
fafliion  it  is  true  at  prefent,  but  it  is  loon  to  be  fit-* 
ted  up  in  tafle,  and  then  we  fhall  prefent  it  to  the 
world  as — a  curiofity. — -Till  then,  we  will  leave 
tynejly  and  return  to  the  law  !  ■  '
